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Fujiyama Declares 


Gov't Will Study 
Red Boycott Move 


Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fujiyama told-a news 
conference yesterday that the Government would con- 


sider “suitable measures” 
China’s reported move to 
cotted throughout Southeast 
Asia. 

Commenting on reports that 
pro-Communist Hongkong papers 
launched a concerted attack on 
Japan's “imperialistic economic 
aggression in Southeast Asia,” 
Fujiyama said that the problem 
depends on how the Chinese 
merchants will react to this 
“political” move. 

The Foreign Minister also not- 
ed that another question is how 
the movement is dealt with by 
the Governments of such coun- 
tries as Thailand, Burma, Indo- 
nesia and the Philippines, where 
many Chinese reside. 

A Kyodo correspondent in 
Hongkong reported Monday that 
the Peiping Government has ap.- 
parently decided on a policy of 
urging OVerseas Chinese mer- 
chants in Southeast Asia to co- 
operate in a boycott of Japanese 
goods. 

The Peiping People’s Daily 
was quoted in its Monday edi- 
tion charging that Japanese im- 
perialism remains today. ‘The 
Red paper said it was “latent” 
in the Government of Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kishi. 

Also, the Communist paper Ta 
Kung Pao in Hongkong pub- 
lished a special issue carrying 
.& statement of a spokesman for 
an organization of returned 
Chinese merchants. The spokes- 
man recalled in scathing 
terms the alleged atrocities 
committed by Japanese torces 
against Chinese merchants in 
Southeast Asia during World 
War II and cailed for a boycott 
of Japanese merchandise. 

Foreign Office sources, while 
saying there was a limit to tne 
possible effects of the proposed 
boycott, pointed to certain areas 
where it may be expected to 
be enforced with some strength. 
These are Indonesia, Singapore 
and Malaya, where Peiping-af- 
fillated Chinese merchants have 
considerable influence. 

Some doubt was raised over 
whether Communist China 
would be able to supply sub- 
Stitute goods for the Japanese 
wares now being sold in these 
areas, 

The sources said Japanese ex- 
porters of textiles, sewing ma- 


chines, bicycles, cement and 
nails may be hard hit. 
They did not believe, how- 


ever, that the movement would 
affect machinery and certain 
high quality merchandise, which 
the Communists are not able 
to supply. 

The sources were most hope- 
ful about India, Burma, Thai- 
land and Ceylon, where the 
extent of influence of pro-Pei- 
ping merchants is regarded as 
low or else outweighted by 
other factors. 

it was noted that Chinese 
merchants in these. countries 
_ could not be expected to. go 
along with the boycott if 
meant any sacrifice to their 
business, 

Japanese trading circles re- 
acted to the news with fore- 
‘bodings. They feared particu- 
larly the effect that the boycott 
—if carried out—would, have on 
exports of cotton textiles. 

Traders again called upon the 
Government, as they have be- 
fore in the Tokyo-Peiping dis- 
pute, to do something toward 
meetj the Communists’ de- 
mands. 

The fear about the effect of a 
boycott on Japanese cotton 
goods was well founded. Trac- 
ers pointed to the fact that Com- 
munist China was now selling 
cotton cloth in Southeast Asian 
countries at prices averaging 
one per cent cheaper than Japa- 
nese goods, 

It was clear, they said, that 
Yeiping was not only acting 
politically but was actively seek- 
ing to take over Japan's markets 
in Southeast Asia.

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Tito, Nasser: 
To Tighten 
Relationship 


PULA, Yugoslavia (Kyodo- 
Reuter)—President Josip Tito of 
Yugoslavia and President Gama! 
Abdel Nasser of the United 
Arab Republic have agreed to 
consult together on a perma- 
nent basis on world problems, 
informed sources said Monday 
night, 

They agreed to set up a per- 
manent machinery of consulta- 
tion at the end of two-day talks 
on Brioni Island, near here. 


The talks ended Monday after- 
noon after two sessions. The two 
presidents discussed aij inter- 
national problems, 

Informed sources said the ex- 
act method of consultations was 
not immediately known but the 
possibility was foreseen for com- 
mon action on specific world 
problems by the Belgrade and 
Cairo governments. 

The Tito-Nasser talks will be 
followed Tuesday by a meeting 
between Yugoslay Foreign Sec- 
retary Koca Popovic, Greek For- 
eign Minister Evangelos Averoff 
and UAR Foreign Minister Dr. 
Mahmoud Fawzi. Averoff arriv- 
ed in Pula Tuesday, 


Informed sources said the 
Yugoslavs were highly satisfied 
with the talks which had shown 
a considerable identity of views. 
Bilateral relations were to be 
strengthened particularly in the 
economic field, 

The general Middle East sit- 
uation, with particular reference 
to the Lebanon, was also dis- 
cussed, 

A statement of principles to 
be signed by the two Presidents 
will be delayed until after the 
meeting of the Yugoslav, Greek 
and the UAR foreign ministers, 
who are @xpected to confer on 
Brioni Island for two or three 
days. 

The tripartite talks will be 
broadened to range over the en- 
tire Mediterranean scene, includ- 
ing Cyprus and Algeria, 


Reds Score Gains 
In Finnish Election 


HELSINKI (AP)—The Com- 
munists, Agrarians and Social 
Democrats were running neck 
and neck Tuesday as returns 
from Finland’s general election 
mounted. The Reds made the 
biggest gain. 


The Reds and the Social 
Democrats were tied in the dis- 
tribution of seats in the 200- 
member Parliament with 50 
each, according to preliminary 
returns. The Agrarians held 48. 

This Was a gain of seven seats 
for the Communists and a loss 
of four for the Social Democrats. 
and 5 for the center-party 
Agrarians. 


Competent sources, however, 
said there was no possibility of 
the Communists being asked to 
form the next Finnish Govern- 
ment. No party has ever had 
anything like a majority in 
Parliament, and the Agrarians 
have dominated most of the 
postwar coalition cabinets. 

Social Democratic © veteran 
Vainoe Tanner, 77, was reelect- 
ed to Parliament for the first 
time since the war. 

A thorn in the side of the 
Russians, he spent several years 
in prison after the war for al- 
leved responsibility for Fin- 
land’s participation in the last 
war against Russia. 


Geneva Meet Considers 
Acoustic Test Detection 


GENEVA (AP) — Scientists 
from East and West considered 
Monday whether a ban on nu 
clear tests would be enforced 
by acoustic methods — the 
checking of sound waves either 
in the atmosphere or under 
water. 

In “a three-hour meeting be- 
hind locked doors at the Palace 
of Nations, the experts turned 
the known facts about. the 
acoustics system over and over, 
studying each precise detail, 

They were attempting to de- 
cide if Such a system would be 
cheat-proof—if it would provide 
a reasonable guarantee against 
sneak tests. 

Both the Soviet andthe West- 
ern experts submitted docu- 


_ 


ments on the subject. 

This conference now in _ its 
second week is considering how 
a ban on nuclear tests can be 
policed. 

An jintormant described the 
Russian and Western papers as 
presenting “slightly different 
approaches” to the same prob- 
lem. He stressed that it would 
be wrong to conclude that a 
hitch had developed between 
the Soviet Union and the West- 
ern powers on this subject,

About 1,200 persons, the majority of them students, gathered 
yesterday at the Yomiuri Hall in Yurakucho to mourn the ex- 
ecution of former Hungarian Premier Imre Nagy. 

The gathering, the first public rally held here since the Hun- 
garian Premier and three of his colleagues were executed on 


June 16 by the Communists, 


was sponsored by the Japan 
Society for Relief of Hungary, 
a private organization formed by 
volunteers after the Hungarian 
revolt of October, 1956, It is 
backed by the 1,000,000-strong 
Japan Trade Union Congress and 
the National Federation of Pri- 
vate University Self-Government 
Associations, L 

Following an opening address 
by Dr. Chuzo Iwata, noted jurist 
and president of the society, the 
gathering bowed in one minute 
of silent prayer for the victims 


of Communist tyranny. 

A large black-ribboned port- 
rait of Nagy was placed on the 
stage flanked by the national 
flags of Japan and Hungary. 

Seven speakers, including So- 
cialist leaders, spoke in con- 
demnation of the inhuman act 
of the Communists. The speak- 
ers were: Hitoshi Ashida, for- 
mer Prime Minister and pres- 
ently Liberal-Democratic Rep- 
resentative, Koma» chi Matsu- 
oka and Suehiro Nishio, Social- 
ist Representatives, Dr. Masa. 
toshi Matsushita, president of 

tikkyo University, Miss Itoko 
Koyama, famous authoress, Ha- 
ruo Wada, chairman of the 
Japan Trade Union Congress, 


and Nobvo Kita, chairman of 
the National Federation of

Mrs. Irene Haar, proprietress 
of the Hungaria restaurant in 
Tokyo, thanked the Japanese 
people and asked for continued 
moral support in behalf of the 
Hungarian residents in Tokyo.

Int'l Jurists. 
Denounce 
Nagy Trial 


THE HAGUE (UPI)—The In- 
ternational Commission of Jur- 
ists charged Tuesday the arrest 
of Hungarian freedom Premier 
Imre Nagy and his associates in 
the 1956 uprising was a “breach 
of international law as well as 
of Hungarian internal law.” 


In a 30 page statement on “Re- 
cent Developments in the Pat- 
tern of Criminal Justice in Hun- 
gary,” released here Tuesday, 
the commission said this “con- 
clusion is inevitable.” 

The statement said inter- 
national law was contravened 
when “there was a clear breach 
of a solemn undertaking on the 
part of the Hungarian Govern- 
ment to the Yugoslav Covern- 
ment in respect of the safe con- 
duct promised to Imre Nagy and 
his associates in the Yugoslav 
Embassy.” 

Nagy and his associates were 
arrested upon leaving the Yugo- 
slay Embassy sanctuary where 
they fled after the Soviets crush- 
ed the Hungarian revolt. 
Maleter was seized while 
negotiating for withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Budapest.

Bomb Blasts 

Beirut Store;

BEIRUT (UPI)—A 
bomb exploded Tuesday in a 
crowded five-story department 
store in the heart of Beirut, kill- 
ing at least two persons and in- 
juring 50 to 60 others. Police 
said many more “probably” 
were killed. 

Twenty of the injured were 
|in serious condition. Six were 
|not expected to live and eight 
| more were-in “grave” condition. 
It was the biggest bombing 
|incident in the nine-week-old 
Lebanese crisis. The bomb ex 
ploded just as the first wave of 
shoppers poured into the store. 
|Many of them were hurt in the 
| fire that quickly enveloped the 
| building. 

A second biast, half an hour 
later, wrecked a flower shop 50 
yards away. 

The, blast came shortly after 
| diplomatic quarters here report- 
ied Turkey had closed its fron- 
itiers with

DAMASCUS (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Lebanese’ rebel leaders have 
unanimously decided to boycott 
Parliament's session on July 24 
which will elect a successor to 
President Camille Chamoun, ac- 
cording to press reports here 
Monday. 

The decision was made be- 
cause Parliament was elected 
“under pressure and forgery,” 
the reports said. 

At a meeting held “somewhere 
in Lebanon” Sunday, the re 
ports said the revolution leaders 
including Kemal Jumblat, 5Sa- 
heb Salem, former Premier 
Rachid Kerameh and former 
Minister Ahmed El] Assad, nomi- 
nated opposition leader Hamid 
Franjieh, now in London for 
medical treatment, as their first 
candidate for the presidency. 

Should he refuse for health 
reasons, their. next candidate 
would be former President Bi- 
shara E! Khoury. ,The reports 
added the oppositign leaders 
unanimously turned mn the 
idea of nominating Gen. Fuad 
Shehab and decided to hold an- 
other meeting soon to choose a 
‘premier whose government 
would run new parliamentary 
elections.

Khrushchey 
In E. Berlin, 
Blasts Bonn 


BERLIN (AP)—Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev Tues- 
day called for an intensified 


fight against West Germany's 
plan to equip its army ‘with nu- 
clear and rocket weapons, 


He issued the rallying cry 
against West Germany at 2 big 
welcoming ceremony in Eaat 
Berlin upon arrival to attend 
East Germany's Communist Par- 
ty congress July 10-16. 

The Russian leader returned 
to the propaganda attack on the 
Bonn Republic after months of 
fighting with the Government 
of Konrad Adenauer for closer 
economic ties. 

Khrushchev flew from Mos- 
cow aboard a TU104 jet airliner 
as head of a six-man delegation 
to the congress. 

Khrushchev was expected to 
give the East German Reds the 
jatest Kremlin line during their 
congress. 

Khrushchev probably also 
will unleash a new attack on 
Yugoslav President Josip Broz 
Tito for refusing to accept Mos- 
cow's dictation. 

The East German regime in 
turn was reported looking to 
Khrushchey for advice on fac- 
ing the international furry 
whipped up by the prolonged 
imprisonment of nine U.S. 
Army men who strayed behind 
the Iron Curtain in a helicopter 
June 7. 

It was not known how long 
Khrushchey would remain in 
East Germany, which he last 
visited in August to support 
party boss Walter Ulbricht 
against criticism that East Ger- 
man policies were too. harsh. 


Minister Yiu Urges 
‘Immediate’Release 
of 200 Detainees 


Attempts to normalize 
Japan-Republic of Korea 
relations were on the brink 
of failure yesterday follow- 
ing a showdown meeting 
between top diplomats of 
the two countries. 

A two-hour meeting of the 
Japan-ROK working committee 
broke up in disagreement—with 
no date set for any further 
meetings—after ROK Minister” 
Yiu Tai Ha had told Osamu Ita- 
gaki, director of the Japanese 
Foreign Ministry's Asian Affairs 
Bureau that: 

1, In Seoul's opinion, Tokyo's 
decision to “parole,” Le. release 
in Japan, a group of pro-Pyong- 
yang detainees, constituted a 
violation of the mutual release 
agreement of last Dec. 31; 


2. The ROK Government 
now wanted the “immediate” re- 
lease of all 200 Koreans held at 
the Omura Detention Camp on 
charges of having entered this 
country illegally; 


3. Flatly rejected any media- 
tion or intervention by the 
International Red Cross ‘on the 
issue of the socalled “North 
Korean group.” This issue, Yiu 
said, must be settled by the twe 
countries concerned, 


The meeting of the working 
committee followed a Cabinet 
conference at which Foreign 
Minister Alichiro Fujiyama had 
given a gloomy appraisal of the 
prospects for the normaliza- 
tion talks. At the same time, 
however, Fujiyama said the 


Japanese Government could not 
retreat from its release deci- 


sion, 

Itagaki emphasized the same 
point: that no retreat was pos- 
sible. He told the ROK minister 
that according to present in- 
dications at least one of the 93 
pro-Pyongyang detainees now 
on hunger .strike is In critical 
condition, 

Japan therefore had to take 
this decision “from the humani- 
tarian standpoint.” 

Itagaki also said that the Ja- 
panese Government was pre- 
pared to repatriate at any time 
all those Korean detainees who 
have expressed desire to return 
to South Korea. He denied 
that the release decision would 
in any way violate the Dec. $1 
agreement. 

That agreement, Itagaki con- 
tinued, did only stipulate the 
Republic of Korea’s responsi- 
bility for “accepting” detainees 
repatriated by Japan. 

He said the Japanese Govern- 
ment had no intention whatso- 
ever of abrogating the Dec. 31 
routual release agre t and 
once again brought up Japan's 
proposal that a “neutral” agen- 
cy. such as the International 
Red Cross, be allowed to use 
its good offices in settling the 
“North Korean group” issue. 

Foreign Minister Fuj 
told the press after yesterday's 
Cabinet meeting that he feared 
the release decision might .ad- 
versely affect the normalization 
talks that began last April 15. 
He said he hoped for a settie- 
ment, but the questions wheth- 
er the conference might col- 
lapse depended on the future 
moves of the ROK Government.

Post Alone 


SPFOUL ({(AP)—Two Kogean 
soldiers were killed and a third 
hospitalized when a Communist 
soldier staged a one-man “kami- 
kaze” attack on a United Nations 
Command military police sheitet 
July 4, the Army announced 
Tuesday. 

The incident occurred in the 
demilitarized zone and was de- 
scribed in an Army announce- 
ment as “one of the most bi 
zgarre incidents of the cold war 
in this bitterly divided penin- 
sula.” 

The army announcement said: 

“A Communist Narth Ko 
rean soldier armed with hand 
grenades and a sub-machinegun 
apparently crossed the military 
demarcation line and most 
the UNC portion of tht 
(demilitarized zone), 
a steep cliff to 
shelter.” 

The announcement, made 
folowing an investigation of 
the scene Monday by a UNC- 
Communist joint observer team, 
said thet “according to the 
testimony, the Red tossed a 
grenade into the shelter, killing 
one Republic of Korea soldier 
and wounding another.” 

“As he was preparing to 
throw a second grehade, the at- 
tacker Was shot by a third ROK 
soldier who. had run outside a 
few moments earlier to investi- 
gate a slight noise, which signal- 
ed the approach of the intruder. 
The latter fell on his own gre- 
nade and ‘was killed by its 
blast.” 

The army said the Communist 
' members of the joint observer 
team refused to acknowledge 
the attacker as one of their side 
and refused to accept his re- 
mains—North Korean uniform 
and other material which point- 
ed to his Communist origin.” 

The Reds alleged the incident 
was instigated by the United Na- 
tions Command (UNC).

High Bench Gets

The controversial Zenshinza 
Troupe has finally made a full- 
scale comeback to Tokyo's 
major theaters, and {fs appear- 
ing in a spirited group of num- 
bers at the Meijiza this month. 
It is the troupe’s first appear- 
ance at this particular theater 
in a full 15 years, and its first 
run in a major theater in 12 
years. it is understandable 
that the troupe should exert 
its best under such circum. 
stances, and the performance 
brings back memories of Past 
days when the Zenshinza was 
a very popular and ambitious 
troupe, full of an ardor which 
time and adversity seem not to 
have dampened. : 
The Zenshinga is a troupe of 
predominantly Kabuki _ ties, 
but its repertory runs a wide 
range, from the most tradition- 
al of classic Kabuki showpileces 


through plays of more recent 
creation, including both those 
following the Kabuki tradition 
and those in the “shingeki” 
manner, that is, staged in the 
realistic style of the western 
theater, 


Away From Kabuki 

The troupe was one of the 
progressive groups that broke 
away from Kabuki about three 
decades ago; but it never 
strayed too far, and in some 
respects, it adheres to tradition 
to a degree that might even ex- 
ceed that seen in the legitimate 
Kabuki troupes. 

The troupe’s interpretations 
of the old Kabuki gave new 
life to old stylisms, and their 
attitude of bringing the first- 
Class theater back to “the peo- 
ple.” that is, to rural theaters 
and school and civic audi- 
torlums as well as major theat- 
ers, gave them a wide follow- 
ing at the peak of the troupe's 
career in the late 1930's, when 
they established a “theatrical 
research institute” on the out- 
skirts of Tokyo and the mem- 
bers entered into collective 
group life there. : 

But in 1950, their idealistic 
fervor led them to a fatal 
ideological step, and the troupe 
en masse joined the party. 
Subsequently they were banned 
from all major showhouses, and 
they were reduced to minor 
rural appearances. It is only in 
the past three years or so, with 
their ideological fervor as well 
as the owariness and the 
hostiliy of theater-goers toning 
down somewhat, thdt they have 
appeared in some of the city’s 
smaller and newer auditoriums. 


Ingenious Choice 

The current full-scale run at 
the Meijiza shows the troupe to 
still possess the dramatic 
quality and the engaging 
cynicism that won them such a 
following in the old days. If 
anything, the troupe's weak- 
ness lies in the unresolved 
paradox of the old and the new 
that form is core, This 
creates a vague sense of un- 
certainty and of groping, even 
in the midst of the sureness of 
the performance itself, a sense 
that in a way adds to, rather 
than detracts from, the attrac- 
tion exerted by the’ troupe. 


The program this month 
shows an ingenious choice of 
Zenshinza's representative 

lays, including those in an old 
atter-day Edo Kabuki tradition 
(“Honcho Hoya no Musume’) 
and neo-Kabuki (“Toribe-yama 
Shinju”) as well as other newer 
plays which are nevertheless 
all in the Kabuki style. Pra- 
viding a delightful bit of light 
satire are 


“Kelko-chu no Togitatsu” and 


“Tonasu-ya.” both based on 
popular old “rakugo,” the 
comic stories told by profes- 


sional story-tellers. 
Top Number 
Meanwhile, 


is “Ohama Goten,” 
less associated specifically with 


this troupe, and more 
culariy with its two 


Kabuki, 
This play is

series treating Japan's ever 
topular story of the Chushin- 
gUura vendetta. Mavama was a 
proponent of accurate historic 
presentation, but he was also a 
romanticist, and he was a skill- 
ed dramatist who knew how to 
develop dramatic tension from 
Very subtie situations. He had 
a love for great personalities of 
history, and excelled in digging 
into the personal characters 
and the motives that created 
momentous moments of historic 
decision, 

“Ohama Goten” is an attempt 
to present the idealistic inter- 
pretation of the vendetta, with 
the character of Lord Tsuna- 
toyo, an influential member of 
the Tokugawa family who later 
became shogun, respresenting 
that interpretation. 


In Hama Park 


The scene is laid In the gar- 
dens of QOhama mansion, the 
garden which was later to be- 
come the Hama Detached Pal- 
ace, now open to the public as 
Hama Park, Yearly, the women 
attached to the lord’s household 
held a day of merry-making 
there: and so the setting is suit- 
ably brilliant. Here Lord Tsu- 
natoyo, who hides his potential 
political power as possible suc- 
cessor to the seat of shogun in 
epicurean pursuits, calls to his 
inner suite a humble ronin 
whom Tsunatoyo has learned is 
one of the men involved in the 


secret vendetia plot against 
Lord Kira, 
The dramatic opposition of 


personalities develops in the sec- 
ond act when the two come face 
to face, in an encounter which 
is both dramatic and humorous, 
and in which the entirely differ- 
ent personalities of the two men 
clash in a most interesting way. 
Tsunatoyo (Chojuro) is in sym- 
pathy with the vendetta plot, 
and therefore with the ronin 
Suke-ermon before him. He is 
wily, sly, clever and polished 
only as a most skilled statesman 
can be as he draws Suke-emon's 
secret out from him. 


Dialogue Important 


In direct contrast is Suke- 
emon ({(Kan-emon) who is so 
naive in his honesty that he 


sputters angrily at each of Tsu- 
natoyo’s wily thrusts, thus un- 
wittingly giving himself away. 
Absolutely, it is Tsunatoyvyo who 
has the upper hand throughout; 
but it is this confrontation that 
forms the dramatic force of the 
play. 

Like much of the later Kabuki, 
this play, while strongly drama- 
tic, relles to a much greater ex- 
tent on the excellent force of the 
dialogue, so that the language 
must be understood to really 
get each subtle nuance of hu- 
mor and drama. But it is also 
very much Kabuki in colorful 
splendor and in a bold roman- 
ticism that glorifies its char- 
acters idealistically. 


A contrasting number is the 
entertaining ‘“Tonasu-va,.” or 
Pumpkin Vender, in which a 
spoiled young man is sent out 
to sell pumpkins by a -good- 
hearted uncle who is determin- 
ed that the boy learn the ways 
of the world. Yoshisaburo as 
the nephew is quite whiningly 
perfect in the role of the unwill- 
ing pumpkin vendor, and the 
play is full of laughs and a sly 
bit of understated satire.

LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
The cravings of pregnant 
women—secret and overpower- 
ing—-range from fruit to coal 
pickles to soap and candies to 
mothbalils, according to the 
British Medical Joyrnal. 

At the same time they may 
turn with loathing from tea, 
tobacco, coffee and marmalade. 


J. M. Harries and T. F. 
Hughes, scientific advisers to 
the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fishery and Food report on 


figures supplied by over 500 
women invited to write about 
their cravings and aversions. 


The replies covered 820 vreg- 
nancies and #ave 991 cases of 
cravings—with fruit, especial- 
ly green apples and oranges, 
tomatoes and lemons at the top 
of the list. 


Confectionery, pickles and 
raw vegetables are also popu- 
lar. 


Coal topa the list among 
cravings for nonedible sub- 
stances—followed by soap, dis- 
infectant, toothpaste, mothhall 
and metal polish.

Swimming Precautions 
By ALAN ZAHN, VMD 
Very few of us pause to think 
that with the increase of 
human drowning cases in the 
summertime, there is a coincl- 
dental, though not as large, in- 


crease in drownings in the 
canine world. 
The majority of dogs enjoy 


swimming and will eageriv ac- 


cept the opportunity to be 
taken to the beach or lake to! 
romp in the water. The same 


general rulés apply to dogs as 
to humans with regard to 
water safety such as not allow- 
ing your dog to enter the water 
any sooner than an hour and a 
haif to two hours after eating 
for they are also susceptible to 
cramps. 

If a dog is reluctant to do so 
do not force him to enter the 
Water. Fright and anxiety can 
result in panic on the dog's 
part and possibly end disas- 
trously. By the same token it 
is wise to know your dog's 
limitations in the water. Do 
not take “Tim a iong distance 
from shore and expect him to 
swim iniand for excessive dis- 
tances as animals tire and have 
physical limitations, the same 
as we humans.

} greater. And at that dose-leve!, 


ithe unwanted side effects ap- 
peared in many of the men. 


But in five of the 29 there were 
“signi..cant™ blood changes with 
an absolute “minimum” of side 
effect, the scientists reported to 
the American Heart Association. 
| Their work showed the idea 
of a laboratoryv-made estroren 
deprived of feminizing power 
was “feasible,” they said. Hope- 
fully they, urged the world's 
chemists to keep at their bench- 
es so male arteries can he 
made as resistant to heart al- 
tacks as female arteries are.

NEW YORK (Kyodo)—Cot- 
ton men in New York are re- 
portedly taking a serious view 
toward Japanese velveteen 
goods being imported through 
Africa outside the framework of 
the Japan-U.S. cotton goods 
agreement. 

The problem was brought to 
the fore July 3 in the Women’s 
Wear Daily, an industrfal jour- 
nal published in New York. 

The paper said that some 45,- 
500 yards of Japanese velveteen, 
packed in 91 cases, arrived in 
New York from Durban, South 
Africa, June 21. 

A customs checkup revealed 
that it had been shipped from 
Japan, it said. 

The. velveteen, according to 
the paper, comprised goods out- 
side the 2,500,000-yard velveteen 
export framework voluntarily 
decided by Japan for this year. 

Japanese officials in New 
York said Monday that they 
would conduct an investigation 
to 8=F—.—seaascertain whether the 
velveteen had been actually 
shipped from Japan.

Fertilizer Export 
Goal Set Higher 


The Government intends to 
export 1,943,000 tons of am- 
monium fertilizer in the 1958 
fertilizer year starting August 
—well over the current year's 
original goal of 1,200,000 tons. 

This export goal was refer- 
red yesterday to the Fertilizer 
Council, an ddvisory organ of 
the Ministers of Agriculture and 
Forestry and International 
Trade and Industry, as part of 
the Government's demand and | 
supply program of such fertill- 
zer for the next fertilizer vear.

Such foreign customers, by 
placing such orders, apparently 
forced Japanese firms to deli- 
berately steal foreign designs or 
marks, the Ministry said. 

Foreign buvers, it added, thus 
clearly utilized a loophole ‘in 
Japan's export law, banning 
oniv the use of trade-marks or 
designs registered in countries 
to which the Japanese goods 
concerned were being exported.

Antidepression Measure

rank high in the Japanese in- 
dustrial setup. The shipping 
market still continues to be 
depressed; a big crop of adverse 
factors rules out hope of an 
immediate improvement. 


Until a year ago the Japanese 
shipbuilding industry enjoyed a 
record boom. Now it is in- 
volved in the depression in the 
shipping market. Foreign con- 
tracts for high-priced ships 
have been canceled one after 
another. Requests from foreign 
owners for cuts in contract 
prices are coming in quick suc- 
cession. 

When the freight on tramp- 
boat cargoes was high, Japa 
nese owners made building 
starts with their own capital 
Now many of them have sus- 
pended them or postponed 
them indefinitely. 

As to new orders, Greek 
owners are all but holding off 


new commitments. Major 
builders, with new orders 
tapering, are working slowly 
to keep going.

A school of ovinion has 
arisen which saays: “With the 
Japanese economy aiready ‘n 4 
state of overproduction, the 
thing to do is not to reduce 
production in line with demand 
but to increase demand in line 
with production. 

“We have reached a stage,” 
this school holds, “where we 
should depart from retrénch- 
ment policies and arouse effec 
tive demand by appropriate 
fiscal and monetary measures. 
Such measures would not hurt 
the nation’s international pay- 
ments balance.” 

I suggest the Government 
carry out, without delay, a pro- 
gram similar to the “Measure 
in Aid of Improvement cf Ship- 
ping” taken by the late Kore. 
kivo Takahashi, Finance Minis- 
ter at the time of the depression 
in the early 1930's. 

In September 1929 a panic 
broke out in the U.S. It spread 
the world over and engulfed 
Japan, too. Movements of car- 
goes decreased drastically and 
the exchange market jumped. 
The shipping trade was faced 
with an unprecedented crisis. 

The Japanese Government 
laid down a program under 
which superannuated' § craft— 
then the cancer of Japanese 
shipping—would be scrapped, 
new craft built and a Govern- 
ment grant for the purpose 
given, ~° 

Under this program the Gov- 
ernment decided on an expen 
diture in aid of shipping. For 
each two ships scrapped, a new 
one was to be bullt. The grant 
was fixed at so much for gross 
ton with variations according to 
speed. 

In three years from October 
1932 to 1934 a total of 94 old 
ships (400,000 gross tons) were 
scrapped and 31 new onés (200,- 
000 tons) built. The results be- 
ing encouraging, this program 
was repeated, for a second time, 
April 1935 and, for a third time, 
from June 1936, one ton of new 
shipping to be built for each ton 
scraped. This series of three 
measures saw 118 ships scrap- 
ped and 48 new craft built. 

With super annuated craft 
thus weeded out, Japanese ship- 
ping was able to free itself from 
the grip of an acute depression 
a head of other shipping na- 
tions of the world. 

The “Measure in Aid of Ship- 
ping” aimed to kill several birds

We would be 
striking at Nasser just enough 
to annoy him, just enough to 
provoke him but not enough, as 
might theoretically have been 
done at Suez in 1956, to destroy 
hirm. 

After the stand we took in the 
Suez affair we are committed by 
our own acts and declarations to

But if the alternative is a mili- 
tary intervention against him, 


we are offered enormous risks 
without any serious prospect of 
success.

The true aiternatives, so it 
seems to me, are on the one 
hand a negotiated settlement of 
the Lebanese civil war; this 
would mean the departure of 
Chamoun and a Lebanese re- 
nunciation of its adherence to 
the Eisenhower Doctrine. The 
other alternative is intervention 
to keep Charnoun in power. This 
would mean, so I believe and 
greativ fear, an indefinite, inde- 
cisive, prolonged entanglement 
of our forces in the wretched- 
ness of guerrilla warfare.

The consumer may explain in 
detail to the druggist what he 
has or seems to be suffering 
from, to which the .latter may 
offer a popular (hence believed 
to be safe) drug or a new one 
with half a mind to experiment 
on it, adding if the former’ is 
a customer that he is willing 
to make a discount of 10 per 
cent or sometimes more, 

Unlike books, though the fixed 
price does not readily represent 
the corresponding value, why is 
it allowed to sell them so much 
cheaper? Of course the cheap- 
er the better, and it is the 
druggist’s free will whether he 
them with the smallest 
margin of profit or not. 

What matters, however, is

Time for Dual Assessment Most Needed

One only needs to  con- 
template the intricacies of the 
problem to appreciate that 
there could never be any such 
thing as an entirely acceptable 
solution for Cyprus. The most 
that can be done is to seek the 
views of all the parties con. 
cerned, to assess them honestly, 
and to arrive at a decision 
which will balance justice and 
reality. | 
That is what Britain has 
aimed at in the new plan for 
Cyprus. For what the island 
needs above all else is a period 
of time in which’ both Turkish 
and Greek Cypriots can face up 
to the responsibilities of govern- 
ment, and begin to appreciate 
once more their anterdepend:

In other words, a committee 
should be formed to rate the 
teachers. This would do away 
with the personal prejudices 
and inclinations of a single in- 
dividual. 

The protest against the new 
system is not the only business 
of teachers. The Japan Teach- 
ers Union should, stop and 
think about their behavior. The 
Government, also, should not 
forcibly enforce the efficiency 
rating system without trying to 
find a more acceptable system. 

Both the Government and the 
JTU should forget personal in- 
terests and prejudices and 
should try to build up a good 
educational system for the na- 
tion.—Yoshiak| Yoshida (The 
Sophia Gazette, Sophia Univer- 
sity).

secretary general of NATO, 
has been so earnestly attempt- 
ing conciliation, But it is clear 
that Britain, as the controlling 
power, must in the last resort 
impose a solution, if the views 
of Turkey and Greece continue 
to remain so widely apart that 
they offer no prospect of ‘com- 
promise. 

At present’ those views are 
clearly irreconcilable: the Turks 
want partition of the Island, the 
Greeks have for long demanded 
Enosis, that is, complete union 
with Greece. 

For long the Turks, both in 
Cyprus and in -Turkey itself, 
were content to leave control in 
the hands of the British. It was 
only when the Greek pressure 
for Enosis culminated in a 
campaign of ruthless terror 
directed by the notorious Colo- 
nel Grivas, that the Turks fi- 
nally turned their minds to par- 
tition, and in their turn adopt- 
ed strong-arm tactics. Violence, 
as ever, begot violence. 

[It is obvious that the parti- 
tion of So small an jsiand (Cy- 
prus is 3,600 square miles in 
area, with @ population of just 
over Ralf a million) would be a 
farcical operation, It is no less 
clear that the demand for 
Enosis is based on an under- 
Standable emotion which has 
blindly refused to face the facts 


- that have alwavs made it an im- 


possibility. The inescapable 
truth is that neither the Greek 
nor the Turkish policy could 
succeed except by force, with 
subsequent bloody disaster. The 
only gainers would be the Com- 
munists and their lackeys. The 
Communists on the island (and 
they are there in strength) see 
themselves yet gaining power 
out of chaos. 

Can it really be that the mass 
of the people of Cyprus them- 
selves do not wish to live in 
peace together? They have 
certainly managed to do so in 
the past. They could do again. 
Here jis an island where living 
standards are yery much above 
for the Eastern 
Mediterranean, and where the 
opportunities for economic de- 
velopment are most promising. 

There is good reason to be- 
lieve that most of the inhabi- 
tants, Greek and Turkish, desire 
a return to normality, and that 
the dangerous passions which 
have for so long afflicted Cyprus 
are whipped up by a compara- 
tive minority, encouraged from 
outside. 

That is why the British pro 
posal of a trial period of com- 
munal self-government is so 
significant. Such a period would 
give a long-delayed opportunity 
for the wishes of the ordinary 
peopie to emerge. 

Britain has put in hand exten- 
sive plans for the development 
of the colony. New roads and 
electricity networks, afforesta- 
tion and irrigation schemes are 
in evidence all over the isiand. 
Still more could be done to 
broaden the basis of Cyprus 
economy, and tourismi' in parti- 
cular offers great prospects of 
expansion. 

For Cyprus the Common- 
wealth connection has been of 
immense advantage. both from 
the point of view of trade and 
of migration. (It is significant 
that in 1956 no less than 3,448 
Cypriots emigrated to Britain 
and only 63 to Greece—so much 
for the caricature of Britain as 
an “oppressor”). Whatever the 
final political evolution of the 
island, this link with the Com- 
monwealth will surely be main- 
tained. 

Without doubt, the new Brit- 
ish plan combines imagination 
and realism. And it is manifest- 
ly just to conflicting aspirations. 
The paramount need now is for 
a period of wise reflection and 
some evidence of a spirit of 
tolerance in Athens and Ankara. 
These two capitals of the Free 
World could, by their influence, 
induce the Greek and Turkish 
people .of. Cyprus to begin 
learning.to live together in 
peace. If they fail in that, then 
the responsibility of ensuring 
ordered government will fall 
on Britain. She has made it 
abundantiv clear thatwahe has 
no intention of shirking that 
responsibility. (LPS)
